EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

2. Claims 1 -3, 5, 6, 9-1 7, 1 9 and 20 are allowed in view of amendments and 
Applicant's arguments (see Appeal Brief) and BPAI filed 07/22/201 1 . Particularly, the 
prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest a system or method where 
"...receiving. ..a DVD subpicture compliant bitstream, wherein a portion of the DVD 
subpicture compliant bitstream is repeated in said received bitstream.." as similarly 
recited in combination with other features with respect to independent claims 1 , 10 and 
19
